 BE IT ENACTED by the Senate and General Assembly of the State 5 
of New Jersey: 6

 1. (New section)  a.  In addition to the provisions of R.S.4:22-8 
24, it shall be unlawful to engage in, facilitate, or provide the means 9 
to engage in, trunk fighting.  For the purposes of this section, “trunk 10 
fighting” means the practice of enclosing two or more animals in 11 
the trunk or any part of a motor vehicle for the purpose of the 12 
animals attacking each other, and possibly fighting until one or 13 
more of the animals are dead. 14 
 b. A violation of subsection a. of this section shall be a crime 15 
of the third degree. 16

 2. R.S.4:22-26 is amended to read as follows: 18

 a. (1) Overdrive, overload, drive when overloaded, overwork, 20 
abuse, or needlessly kill a living animal or creature, or cause or 21

 (2) Torment, torture, maim, hang, poison, unnecessarily or 25 
cruelly beat, cruelly abuse, or needlessly mutilate a living animal or 26 
creature, or cause or procure, by any direct or indirect means, 27 
including but not limited to through the use of another living animal 28 
or creature, any such acts to be done; 29 
 (3) Cause the death of, or serious bodily injury to, a living 30 
animal or creature from commission of any act described in 31 

paragraph (2), (4), or (5) [, or (6)] of this subsection, by any direct 32 

or indirect means, including but not limited to through the use of 33 
another living animal or creature, or otherwise cause or procure any 34 
such acts to be done; 35 
 (4)  Fail, as the owner or a person otherwise charged with the 36 
care of a living animal or creature, to provide the living animal or 37 
creature with necessary care, or otherwise cause or procure such an 38 
act to be done; or 39 
 (5) Cause bodily injury to a living animal or creature from 40 
commission of the act described in paragraph (4) of this subsection; 41

 c. Inflict unnecessary cruelty upon a living animal or creature, 43 
by any direct or indirect means, including but not limited to through 44

 d. Receive or offer for sale a horse that is suffering from abuse 4

STATEMENT 20 
 21 
 This bill establishes the animal cruelty offense of engaging in, 22 
facilitating, or providing the means to engage in, trunk fighting as a 23 
crime of the third degree.  It defines trunk fighting as the practice of 24 
enclosing two or more animals in the trunk of a motor vehicle for 25 
the purpose of the animals attacking each other, and possibly 26 
fighting until one or more of the animals are dead.  The bill also 27 
provides civil penalties for the offense. 28
